The County ended the fiscal year with a cash surplus 
of $151,961.67. This was the result of a careful check on 
departmental expenditures thereby resulting in substan- 
tial appropriation balances and in spite of the fact that 
the overall revenues were considerably less than esti- 
mated. 

As mentioned in the Farm and Hospital reports many 
repairs and improvements were made as well as the pur- 
chase of new equipment during the year 1959. 

The Board of County’ Commissioners appreciate and 
wish to thank every organization for all the happiness 
and comfort given to inmates of the County Home and 
patients of the Moore General Hospital. 

We also want to thank all County officials, Superintend- 
ents of the Moore General Hospital and County Home and 
all County employees for their help and cooperation.

Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1957 — 
December 31, 1958: (Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1957 and December 31, 1958, are presented 
in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein the Surplus decreased 
by $1,075.93 in 1958.

Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
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ended December 31, 1958, are presented in Exhibits A-3 
and A-4. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit 
A-4), a revenue surplus of $25,477.25, less a net overdraft 
of appropriations of $11,413.08, resulted in a net budget 
surplus of $14,064.17. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of the receipts and expenditures 
of the County for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1958, 
made up in accordance with the uniform classification of 
accounts, is presented in Exhibit B-1.

ACCOUNTS OF 
COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


An examination was made of orders issued by the Com- 
missioners and Clerk of the Superior Court during the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1958. A substantial num- 
ber of supporting invoices and payrolls were likewise ex- 
amined and the classification of expenditures noted. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Hillsborough County were examined. 
Court receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by 
the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and pay- 
rolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 
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COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts of records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm and the Moore General Hospital were ex- 
amined. Receipts of the Farm from the sale of livestock 
and produce and from boarders were checked by source 
through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the 
Farm, as well as the receipts of the Hospital, as recorded 
in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through deposits in the bank to the credit 
of the County Treasurer’s account. 


. Moore General Hospital — Accounts Receivable: 


The accounts receivable at the Moore General Hospital 
at the close of the last two fiscal years, as indicated by 
the institution records and giving effect to reserves for 
doubtful accounts, were as follows:

An auditor’s verification notice was sent to each in- 
dividual whose name appeared on the list of accounts 
receivable. A total of 608 notices were mailed. A detailed 
list of accounts receivable has been prepared and will be 
submitted to the Board of County Commissioners. 


Welfare Cases at County Hospital: 


The following statement indicates the total amount of 
hospital charges for private and County welfare cases dur- 
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ing the years 1957 and 1958, as well as the proportion 
that each class of accounts bears to the total.

The actual receipts of the County Hospital for hospital 
services in 1957 and 1958 amounted to $252,079.81 and 
$280,699.75, respectively. However, the charges on 
account of County Welfare cases of $126,464.96 and 
$121,468.40, were not included therein. 


In order that the accounts may more accurately reflect 
what the hospital should receive for services rendered as 
compared to the cost of operation, the recommendation is 
again made that monthly bills be rendered by the hospital 
to the County Commissioners for all County welfare cases 
receiving hospital care. Regular County orders should be 
issued monthly in favor of the hospital and charged to the 
appropriation for ‘Poor Off Farm” in settlement of these 
accounts, the hospital thereby receiving actual payment 
for services furnished County welfare cases. 


This change should be inaugurated at the beginning of 
the fiscal year and the County Budget for the year in 
which the change takes place and succeeding years should 
reflect the revised procedure as follows: 


(1) The appropriation for “Poor Off Farm” should be 
increased by an amount sufficient to cover the 
cost of County welfare cases at the Hospital. 


(2) The estimated revenue from the Hospital should 
be increased by a like amount. 


AT 


It will be seen that this reeommendation affects the 
accounting only and will not increase or decrease the 
County tax. 


Recommendations: 


The following recommendations for the improvement of 
accounting and financial procedures are made: 


County Home: 


An individual record should be maintained for each 
boarder on which monthly charges and amounts received 
should be posted. 


County Hospital: 


(1) Greater effort should be made in the collection of 
outstanding accounts. 


(2) Proper receipts should be obtained by County 
officials and other employees for travel expenses 
such as hotel bills, ete., as are required from State 
officials and employees for reimbursed travel ex- 
pense. The number of miles travelled and places 
visited should also be stated on requests for mile- 
age reimbursement. 


(3) A contro! should be maintained on accounts re- 
ceivable. Total charges and credits (cash or loss 
on settlements) would be posted monthly to the 
control account. 


County Officials: 


The practice of the County paying for the residence 
telephones of County officials should be discontinued. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of 
the Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of 
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its findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) 
should be published in the next annual report of the 
County. This letter of transmittal should be included in 
its entirety but the publication of Exhibits is optional. 


The appreciation and thanks of this Division is hereby 
expressed to the officials of Hillsborough County and their 
office staffs for the assistance rendered during the course 
of the audit.

Moreover, the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass has been offered 
at the Home each Sunday and Holyday for the intentions 
of those at the institute with a large number of resi- 
dents in attendance. Special First Friday preparations 
have been had with between 85 and 95 additional Com- 
munions brought on the First Friday of each month. 


May I take this occasion both to congratulate and to 
thank you for your faithful administrators and workers at 
the Home and Hospital. Special thanks goes to Mrs. Lamy, 
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administrator of the Moore General Hospital and her staff 
for their tireless effort, their sincere and keen interest in 
the patients, their thoughtfulness of the spiritual needs 
of the patients and their fine spirit of cooperation with 
me in fulfilling those spiritual needs of the people. Equally 
a special thanks to Mr. Lavallee of the Home and to his 
staff who have developed a fine spirit of personal care for 
the older people. Today we hear much about the ‘‘Prob- 
lems of the Aging.” Under the fine administration of Mr. 
Lavallee and his assistant Mr. Hurley a great step has 
been taken to make the older people feel wanted, and that 
someone is willing to care for them. 


Finally a word of thanks to each and every worker of 
your institutions, these people put into practice day and 
night the principles and policies of your directors. 

In closing this year I ask Almighty God to shower His 
blessings on the County Home and Hospital at Grasmere, 
to continue and perpetuate the fine friendly spirit of those 
residing at your institutions and to ask Him to continue 
to bless your work and that of your helpers in the coming 
year.

I have consistently enjoyed due considera- — 
tion and cooperation from the Board of Commissioners, 
the various Superintendents including Mr. Lavallee, the 
Hospital Superintendent Mrs. Lamy, and the personnel in 
charge-of the House of Correction. On many occasions 
Mrs. Kirby and Miss Looney in the office have been espe- 
clally helpful. I wish to express thanks to all. 


I have endeavored to be faithful this past year in visita- 
tion among the people, using God’s Word, prayer, song 
and the sympathetic ear as a means of comfort, strength 
and orientation. Recently I have been conducting an in- 
formal worship service Sunday mornings at eight o’clock 
in the jail dining hall. I believe this solution to a longtime 
need is going to prove very satisfactory and beneficial.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
Hillsborough County. 


Gentlemen: 


It is with pleasure I submit my Annual Report of activ- 
ities at the Hillsborough County Home, Farm, and House 
of Correction for the year ending December 31, 1959. I 
feel that definite progress was made during the year in 
our modernization program thereby enhancing the effi- 
ciency in caring for the aged and infirm, providing better 
atmosphere within the institution, and providing more 
comfort for the patients of the Home. 


Many improvements were made during 1959, some of 
which are described as follows: The small men’s dormitory 
was completely renovated by installing a new floor and 
covered with floor tile. A new ceiling was installed as well 
as new lighting fixtures. The electrical wiring was also 
replaced, thereby eliminating the fire hazard that existed 
due to defective wiring. The walls were covered with a 
material hiding the drab effect of the brick walls. The 
private rooms adjacent to that dormitory were also com- 
pletely renovated and painted with modern colors. 


The House of Correction. At the beginning of 1959, I 
had the privilege of discussing the problems that existed 
in the House of Correction with Mr. Parker Hancock, 
Warden of the N. H. State Prison, and after a survey of 
our House of Correction, many recommendations were 
made by Mr. Hancock. Most of the recommendations have 
been adopted, and at this time I wish to thank Warden 
Hancock for the assistance he gave me. The staff of 
Guards has been increased from three to eleven, thus 
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assuring proper supervision of all prisoners as well as 
better control of their activities. All Guards have been 
uniformed which naturally tends to command respect 
from the prisoners and also help promote their authority 
over them. The presence of sufficient personnel combined 
with the installation of super resistant steel detention 
windows has reduced the number of escapes, from within 
the House of Correction, from many to none. It is hoped 
this record will continue. The physical changes were as 
follows: a pantry was constructed, cupboards were made 
available to store all tableware, a dishwasher was in- 
stalled, as well as a new stainless steel sink. The large 
room that was previously unused has been converted into 
a dining room. A steam table was purchased and installed 
thus assuring us the food being kept and served properly. 
The meals are being served cafeteria style, providing an 
orderly operation of the dining room. The old dining room 
has been converted into visiting quarters, there again 
providing for orderly conduct of the prisoners as well as 
the visitors. The afore-mentioned three rooms have been 
covered with a new floor and tiles flooring, new ceilings 
installed, replacement of electrical wiring, and installation 
of new lighting fixtures. The walls have been covered 
and painted with a material hiding the drab appearance 
of the brick wall. The shower room has been completely 
renovated. A terrazzo floor was installed, and ceramic 
tile walls applied. A new Bradley sink and shower were 
also installed. A new clothes room was also constructed 
giving better control of all clothing. A new bathroom was 
provided for use of the guards. 


Much work was done to the milk room of the dairy 
barn. This was enlarged considerably, permitting a more 
efficient operation. The ceiling was covered with asbestos 
material, the walls were covered with white tiles and 
some of the equipment were changed to allow easier access 
to the milk room. A farm tank was purchased and in- 
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stalled thus permitting proper cooling of the milk. The 
cow barn was completely cleaned and painted, the air line 
was replaced with a new one, many stanchions were re- 
placed. 


The piggery was cleaned and painted. The Sewage Dis- 
posal Plant was completed and put into operation, thus 
eliminating pollution of the river waters from the institu- 
tion and hospital. A new manure spreader and hay con- 
ditioner was purchased during the year for the farm 
operation. Repairs of the slate roofs was started but not 
completed. In other areas of the institution the electrical 
wiring was replaced. Medical records of each patient was 
established, this being recommended by the N. H. State 
Bureau of Hospital Services. A large scale was purchased 
and installed in the Butcher Shop, assuring correct weight 
of produce and meats upon delivery. A new Cost Account- 
ing Bookkeeping System was instituted during the later 
part of the year, by a Certified Public Accountant. With 
such a system it will be possible to determine the opera- 
ting cost of each individual department, and permit us to 
make correction and adjustment to lower the operating 
cost and increase the efficiency of each department. 


During 1959 a group of volunteers was organized and 
called the Hillsborough County Home Guild. This group 
of volunteers have been working with the patients three 
days per week teaching them how to occupy their leisure 
time. Much good has been derived from their work. 


Livestock on hand December 31, 1959 is as follows: 
milking cows, 51; yearling heifers, 14; heifer calves, 2; 
bull, 1; sows, 31; boars, 2; horses, 3. 


None of the improvements, changes, and progress made 
during 1959 would have been possible without the full 
cooperation of the Board of Commissioners, the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee, the County Delegation, 
the Reverend Chaplains, and all the employees. 
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To all the Fraternal Organizations, and the Service Or- 
ganizations, too numerous to mention, who have helped 
promote the morale of the patients and the prisoners 
throughout the year, and especially during the holiday 
season, I wish to express my sincere thanks. 


May I express to all above mentioned, my sincere grati- 
tude and appreciation for making the year 1959 a most 
successful year.

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A REPORT OF THE HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE PROGRAM 


I. INTRODUCTION 

Dedicated to the principal of helping people to help 
themselves, the Cooperative Extension Service provides 
- educational programs for the people of the county in four 
major areas: Agriculture, Home Economics, 4-H Club 
Work and Farm Forestry. 


Two agricultural agents working full time with the 
production and marketing of agricultural commodities. 
Information on proven practices are made available to 
both commercial and part time farmers. They also work 
with retailers thereby helping farmers and handlers of 
products in serving the consuming public. They also work 
with home owners advising on home grounds care etc. 


A full time and a half time Home Demonstration agent 
works with farm, rural non-farm and some urban women 
in the areas of food selection, nutrition, health, clothing 
and textiles, home management, consumer education and 
human relations. 


Two full time agents guide the 4-H Club program with 
its many projects in agriculture and home economics and 
activities in citizenship training, leadership, health, camp- 
ing, mechanics, conservation ete. 


A full time Forester has the responsibility for develop- 
ing a sound educational program of good forest manage- 
ment and to assist woodland owners and processors in 
the efficient marketing and utilization of forest products. 


County Extension Agents are also assisted and sup- 
ported by Extension Specialists in various subject matter 
areas from the University of New Hampshire. 
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A detailed annual report covering each line of work is 
on file in the County Commissioners’ Office in Manches- 
ter. In the interest of brevity the Extension activities are 
summarized as follows:

159 members attended 4-H Camp during the summer. 
Every town or city in Hillsborough County with the 
exception of Windsor, Antrim, Sharon, Hancock and 
Bedford has one or more 4-H Clubs. It is hoped that 
these towns will soon have their own clubs. 


I. HOME DEMONSTRATION 

There are thirty organized women’s Extension Groups 
in the County with a total membership of 616. The 
number of groups is two more than last year. Nashua 
Scatter, Nashua Homemakers, Milford Homemakers and 
Seatter are newly organized groups. Two others did not 
organize this year. 

Home Demonstration groups are located in every town 
or city in Hillsborough County with the exception of 
Hancock, Greenville, Mont Vernon, Francestown, Brook- 
line and Windsor. Even though there are no organized 
groups in these towns homemakers living in these towns 
receive help by attending Extension Meetings in nearby 
towns. 

During the year the Home Agents held or participated 
in 175 meetings with a total attendance of 2148. Local 
leaders held 140 other meetings with 1734 in attendance.

IV. AGRICULTURE 


During the year County Agricultural Agents worked 
with food retailers, milk dealers, home gardeners, and 
farmers in production or marketing problems. 


A total of 125 meetings were held with a total atten- 
dance of 3845. In addition 539 farm or home visits were 
made by the County Agricultural Agents and 459 indi- 
viduals called at the office for assistance. 


V. FORESTRY 


Each year shows an increased interest in woodland 
management by more woodland owners. The largest share 
of requests is from non-farm and non-resident owners. 
During the year 103 woodland owners received woodland 
management assistance on 5,014 acres from the forester. 
Emphasis has been placed on the care and management 
of the younger stands of timber. The proper care of these 
young stands today will mean better quality timber in the 
future. 75,000 tree seedlings were set out in old fields and 
areas not fully stocked by natural seeding's. 


VI. SUMMARY 


In addition to the above County Extension/Service 
Agents distributed 16,016 educational bulletins ; wrote 290 
news articles, made or received 2455 phone calls and pre- 
pared 7 radio and 4 television programs during 1959. 


Statistics alone cannot accurately portray the influ- 
ence of Extension Work. Who knows how many people 
read and are influenced by a newspaper article that has 
been sent to the seven county daily and weekly news- 
papers? Who knows when a person will put an idea to 
use that has been presented at a meeting? It is the end 
result of these many visits, bulletins and meetings that 
is the ultimate goal of the Extension program. Extension 
goals include better homes, better farms, and people who 
are better enabled to assume roles of leadership and pro- 
ductivity in the community.

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Hills- 
horough County Delegation was held at the County Farm 
on Tuesday, February 24, 1959 at 3:00 P.M. to discuss 
the budgets of all departments.

Register of Deeds budget was presented by Mr. Cor- 
riveau.

The Extension Service budget was presented by Mr. R.
